REGISTRATION PROCEDURES: 2007 Adult Spring
Team Sports Competitive League Play - Read Carefully

Teams:  In-person registration only by a team representative (at the
address which follows in accordance with the following categories).

Pre-registration:  Teams that played in the 2006 Spring/Summer
Leagues can pre-register before January 22 in advance of other teams.

Attention 2006 Spring/Summer Teams: Qualifying teams can
register prior to January 22, the registration date for Category
I.  Those teams who played in the league the previous year can, how-
ever, register at any time during the registration period, as long as
space is available. They do not have to meet specific category re-
quirements.  Note:  Player signatures are encouraged on rosters, but
not mandatory.

CATEGORY I:  January 22 – New teams with projected rosters hav-
ing 60% of their players either city residents or working in the Rockville
business community tax limits. A preliminary roster listing each
player’s home/business address must accompany the team franchise
fee.  Minimum of 12 players should be listed.  Note: Player signa-
ture are encouraged on rosters but not mandatory.

CATEGORY II:  January 23 – New teams not meeting requirements
listed in Category I and/or pre-registration. Note: Player signatures
are encouraged on rosters but not mandatory.

IMPORTANT: If you or your players have a Rockville mailing
address, residential or business, DO NOT ASSUME it is in the Rockville tax
limits qualifying you for priority registration. Please confirm each address
to make sure the 60 percent residential quota is met - see below.

Am I a Rockville resident?
A resident is any person who resides within the City’s 13-square
mile corporate limits. Do you pay a City of Rockville water bill? Do
you pay City of Rockville taxes?

A non-resident is any person who does not reside within the
corporate limits of the City of Rockville. Even though your mailing
address may be “Rockville,” this does not necessarily mean you
are a City resident.

REGISTRATION DEADLINE: Make sure you have read and understand
the registration procedures

CATEGORY I: January 22, 2007
CATEGORY II: January 23, 2007 or until leagues are closed

WHO: Male/female high school graduate – 18 years or older. “A” league
players participating in area recreation programs are ineligible.

At the time of registration, teams are required to submit a preliminary
roster and a completed team entry application. Note:  Player signatures
are encouraged on rosters but not mandatory. Make remittance to
CITY OF ROCKVILLE.  Payments of franchise fees can be made either
by cash, personal check, or sponsor check.  VISA or MasterCard also
are accepted. In person registration with team entry form and
payment is the perferred option at the following address:

GENERAL PROGRAM
INFORMATION ON SOFTBALL
• Uniforms: (Optional in league play) For purposes of con-

sistency, teams opting to use uniforms should have all
players wear the same color shirt.

• No metal spikes are allowed in any division at any level
of play.

• Teams select choice of playing night. Weekday single game
leagues are scheduled at 6 p.m., 7:05 p.m.  and 8:10 p.m.
Weekday doubleheader leagues are scheduled at Broome
Athletic Park and will be at 6 p.m. or 8:15 p.m.

• The City, as part of the team franchise fee, provides all
softballs, umpires, fields, and bases. All teams must ar-
range for their own practice fields.

General Qualifications for determining “D” League Play:
• Less than .250 winning percentage at 2006 “C” Double-

header Level or

• Less than .750 winning percentage at 2006 “D” Level or

• New teams (Rec) that have not participated in orga-
nized softball leagues.

Illegal Bats: In the interest of player safety and of the game
of softball, the following bats are not approved and may not
be used in league play at any time.  For an updated list please
go online to www.rockvillemd.gov, click on Recreation, then
click on Team Sports in Rockville, then click on Illegal Bat
Information.

CO-ED SAND VOLLEYBALL:
• This league is self-officiated. Game times: 6 p.m. & 7 p.m. Maximum roster size for co-ed volleyball is 15 persons.

PLEASE NOTE:
• A maximum number of individual awards will be provided to League Champions of each sport. Maximums

will be as follows: Softball: 15; Volleyball: 10.
• Final rosters for adult softball teams are due into the Sports League Office prior to June 1, 2007; team rosters are

limited to a maximum of 24 persons.
• The League Rules/By-Laws for each specific sport are available upon request. Individuals may not participate in more

than one team sport per night.
• There is a limited number of vacancies in each category so register early!
